I. Pon the 11h. of October, 1670. the Claymant Landed 
in Exgland : Firſt applyed himſelf to the Sexror Coun- 
tels. Dowager of Northumberland; And ſhe wes pleaſed, 

to ſend him to the Fuior Counteſs : And then it was Reperted, ſhe 
was with Child. | 

2. The Claymant did then forbear, till Time made out to the con- 

trary. And on the Third Day of February, 1671. he put in his Ca- 
veat and Claym, as followeth:

Coppleſton's Tryal, declare, That Sir /ug/exam Percy was Marryed, and 
had Sons and Daughters ; which did not only time, burfix the Clay- 
mant's Pedigree.

7. Then his Sollicitor adviſed the Claymant, (by reaſon the Court 
of Wards was Diſſolved by an ACt of Parliament, 12. Car. 2.c. 24.)

torney General, but was not allowed: Whereupon no Inquiſition, 
po mortem, Was, or could be obtained, after the Deaths of the Two 
aſt Earls of Northumberland; viz.

9. The Claymant's Sollicitor abuſed him, and cauſed ſeveral 
Lands to be beg'd by ſeveral Perſons, in the Name of the Duke of 
Monmouth, when he was in France : At his Return, the Claymant 
went to #izd/or, to tender his ReſpeCts to him; and to prevent Dif- 
ferences, being loath to contend againit a Perſon of his High Qua- 
lity. And he moſt Graciouſly Complyed, and told the Complay- 
nant; That he ſhould have a Fair Tryal at Law : And if the Clay- 
mant proved himſelf Heir- Male, God forbid, he ſhould hinder him. 
Upon which, the Plaintiff Teturned with great Joy ; poſted away 
into Northumberland, and delivered Declarations in Ejze&ment, up- 
on thoſe Lands the Duke had Recovered of the Counteſs, upon pre- 
tence there was no Heir - Male of the Family of the Percies Living. 
But when the Claymant was bringing the Tryal on, Priviledge was 
fet up: Whereupon, the Claymant went to Mr..Rofſe, the Duke's 
Secretary, to know, why it was ſo, when the Date did promiſe,

had? Mr. Rofſe Replyed, The Duke could not ſet aſide his Priyi- 
ledge. To declare, how many Perſons, and how oft the Claymanr 
hath been put off by Priviledges, would be too tedious for the Reader. 

Io, When the Crnticatis came to the Sezzor Counteſs Dowager 
the Claymant writ to her, and Craved her Anſwer ; and ſent his 
Servant with the Letter, to Si0--Houſe : And her Anſwer was, That 
ſhe would not return any Anſwer in Writing. The Claymant 
writ alſo to the Faunior Counteſs; and ſent Friends to Intercede. 
He likewiſe writ to Mr. Champion, and to Mr. Gee, and Mr. Clarke 
ſeveral times: And at one time, before the Tryal with Mr. Clarke, 
they would have owned the Plaintiff, toſet him up; but broke off up- 
on Terms: Although the Plaintiff was forced to ſuffer a Non-ſuir ; 
yet that TTtyal, and the Opinion of the Lord Chief Juſtice Hales, 
convinced Sir Edward walker, and the World. And this Clauſe is 
put in, meerly to ſatisfy the World ; Becauſe ſome ſay, The Counteſs 
hath reported, what ihe would do for an Heir-Male, of a true Per- 
cy. Others _ That the Claymant is ſo Stout, that he {corned 
to Apply himſelf to them. The Claymant hath Submitted beyond 
Reaſon, Law, and Equity ; God himſelf is the Claymant's Wit- 
neſs: For, he hath ſet to his Seal a Creflant ; a Badge, which be- 
longs to the Percies Family, which he was Born into the World 
with ; and is Deſcended of a Family, of near Thirty Generations :

It is to be obſerved, That at that very Tryal, the Judgment 
and Verdi& was Exemplitied, under the Seal of his Majeſties Court 
of King's -Bench: When the Plaintift, James Percy, had proved 
his Father Henry Percy Marryed Lydia Cope, his Mother, at Horton 
in Northamptonſhire; and that they had two Children, Hezry and 
Elizabeth, both Elder than the Plaintiff. This did abate the 
Scandal of Baſtard and Impoſture: And my Lord Chief Juſtice 
Rainsford, ſtood up, and ſaid ; Gentlemen of the Fury, This 1s e- 
nough to prove the Claymant Legitimate: We know his Pedigree, 
and that it muſt be heard before others. It is humbly ſuppos'd, 
he meant, before the KING's moſt Excellent Majeſty, and the Right 
Honorable, the LORDS and COMMONS Aſſembled in Parliament. 

Therefore the Complaynant, after almoſt Nine years Proſecution 
of his Right, is forced, in order to fatisfy all Impartial Readers, 
to preſent this his Caſe to the Publick View: It by any means

Col. William Ayrs ſaid, 'what Henry Percy was your Father ? and whoſe brother was 
he? William replyed, he was the Earls brother, as the Agents told him ; for he kaew 
nothing but what they told him? James Percy replyed ; but my Fathers Elder bro- 
thers name was James Percy, and was my God-Father, and he never had but one 
Daughter : and James my Uncle, and Henry my Father were the Sons of Henry Per- 
cy of Pavenham 7» Bedfordſhire, and my Grand-Father was ſent out of the North 
iz Hampiers 70 old Madam Vaux iz Northampton-ſhire, whez the Percies 
were in trouble in Queen Elizabeth dayes, and it is my Grand-Fathers Father I 
cannot find, which would fix the Pedigree : Infomuch, as the Counſels were at a 
ſtand ; but was of Opinion, that by fixing on a wrong Perſon, was the only 
way to find out the Right.

And lince it is your deſire, to be farisfi'd, be pleas'd patiently to hear a lit- 
tle of my Solicitors Treacherous Practiles, as Mr. Chamuioz was pleas'd to ſay to 
me in the Temple-Walks: Mr. Percy, who helpt you to your Solicitor? I rephi'd; 
1 believe your ſelf, or the Devil ſent him to me, = 88 

This Solicitor Mr. Tho. Swayze, perſwades me into Articles ; then carryes me 
down to Pimborae in Dorſet-ſhire, to his own Houſe, pretending to carry me to 
o!d Mr. Roger's of Caningtonin Somerſet-ihire ; ſaying, He did not doubt, but npon 
reaſonable termes, to prevail with the old man, to put me in poſſeſſion of the E [tate, in 
his life time. But when he had put me to ſo vaſt Charges, then he pretended, 
he might get his Brains beat out ; tor he was informed, he was an Old Croſs Fel- 
low, and therefore he would not go. The next Project he had, was, That Lhad - 
great Perſons to deal withal; and I muſt ger Courriers that were in the Kings 
Favour, and he was well acquainted with them ; but he would apply himſelf firſt, 
to the Lord Newport, and propound a Match for one of his Daughters, to my 
Eldeſt Son; bur inſtead of the Match, the Lord Newport had begg'd the Lands, 
for the Duke of Monmouth; when in truth, the Duke was in France ; and C an- 
zington Lands was begg'd by other Courtiers, by the Contrivance of the Soli- 
citor ; unknown, and altogether againſt the Opinion or Conſent of Fames Percy, 
the Claimant ; and when the Solicitor ſaw the Clyant ſo enraged; faith he, The 
Lord of Newport can do what he pleaſes with the Duke of Monmouth; /o that the 
Duke upon the Match, ſhould return the Lands apain. But when Percy would nat 
be fatisfyed, then Swayze would meet with him at my Lord Nemport's Lodginos, 
at whitehal : Percy met at the Hour appointed, ( Swayze being then with the 
Lord) ; but Percy was denyed. The next day, Swayne gave Percy a Letter to the 
Lord, to ſatisfy himſe!f, The Lord anſwered him, Mr. Percy, Yo» muſt b:lieve 
your Solicitor, But being earneſt with my Lord, he replyed ; 24r. Percy, 1f you 


will truſt to me, 1 will be your Faithful Friend: But the Truth is, 1 aare not appear 


prblickly for you, I am ſo near related to that Family. Whereupon Percy replyed : 
Nay, my Lord, if you dare not appear publickly for me, I dare not truſt you privatly : 
So pray*d God to Bleſs him, and took Leave to depart. | 

Then Swayze the Solicitor, contrived three Suits at Law, againſt Percy his Cly- 


ant, which laſted Three Years ; and Percy caſt Swayze in all the three Actions, 


but could not catch him for his Cofts. . 

And now the Duke of 240-mouth hath Sold rhoſe Lands that was beg'd, and 
was: worth Nine or Ten Thouſand Pound per azz, for Twelve Thouſand 
Pound: But Six Thouſand for the Duke's part ; and the Lord Newport, and o- 
thers, : had the Remainder ; as the Claymanr 1s informed. 

Note, In that ACt of Parliament, which Henry Percy, Sixth Earl, was ſo pro- 


fuſe, in Letting long Leaſes to his Servants, Tenants, and others ; and Exchang-

Now, ſuppoſe they had proved ary Yarnmon Marryed; yet | was ſeven Yearselder, Bur 
fo put up a poor indigent Man, a Journy-man-Glover, & Chriſtening his Children, to deceive 
the World; and to ſlight the true Heir, becanſe I was a Trunck- maker : The Trade is Good ; 
and by God's Bleſſing, it hath given me Bread inthe Extremity of my Travels, till I obtained 
the Merchandizing Trade : And can make my Three Sons Free-Men, & Merchants of Loydor, 
and Dublin in Ireland, and of Norwich in Norfolk ; and have likewiſe Trayned them up to 
 Handycrafts: So that, if they fail in the Myſtery of Merchandizing, they may (with @o4's 
Bleſſing) Live upon their Ingenuity.

nuing aſter every Prorogation, coſt in all above 300 /. And now the Claymaat James Percy hath 
uſed alb ways and means poſhbte, (as by his Petition and publick Prints appears) and cannot 
proceed further without, the Afſiftanceof the Honourable : Houſe of Commons, His Majefiy 
is much troubled, and the Claymant really believes that His Majeſty had a cordial Deſire to 
heap and ſee:the Cauſe determined, as by His coming up to the Bar of the Houſe of [Lords, - 
that day the Hearing ſhould have been had.
